The main participants were
Judge Otto Willett, Chief of
Police John Stroh, Captain Schu-
macher, Police Officer Watts,
C. 7, Ward, H. C. Callihan and
M Edith Smith, Ward's sec-
retary, at the keyhole outside
the courtroom.

Callihan, Torrance Rodeo com-
mittee chairman, had his pres-
ence challenged because it was
held the courtroom was no place
for a rodeo. However, it was
brought out that there was suf-
ficient interest to warrant his
presence,

ated his only purpose
g the citation was to
therwise lily-white rec-
At this. point the
judge retired to his chambers.

The trial started last Friday,

continued through Saturday and
was still pending Monday for
further deliberation, considera-
tion and evidence.

Judge Willett admitted as
Exhibit “A” of the defeuse a
map of the location of said
“yU” turn. The map was an
exact reproduction of the city
street sewer map. The pros-
ecution, through John Stroh,

contested the admission of
such material, saying that
they did not contend Ward

was traveling in the sewers.

The biggest part of Friday's
proceedings was taken up with
solving the question of when is
an intersection not an intersec-
tion, what is a “U” turn. It
was decided the court should
be moved to the corner of Sar-
tori and Cabrillo, where the al-
leged offense was committed.
This was done. However, it
was found this merely had a
tendency to confuse the case
more because of so many street
spectators and no soap boxes.
By this time everyone was thor-
oughly bewildered and wandered
aimlessly away in different di-
rections.

The next morning, though,
most of the participants had
regained their normal compos-
ure and once again swords were
drawn.

This moruning's proceed-
ings were consumed largely
by repetition of very intellec-
tual essays, mostly “You did”
and “I did not,” Stroh being
on the affirmative and Ward
on the negative. After a few
hours of this, it was found
his Honor had lost the
weighty effect of this discus.
sion and it was decided to ad-
journ until Monday,

Sunday was set aside and it
was agreed - that neither the
prosecution nor the defense
would utter a ‘word on the case;
therefore, Ward and Stroh spent
this day glaring: at each other
and on several occasions were
noticed to make uncomplimen-
tary faces at one another.

Monday all the contestants
were so thoroughly exhausted
that a writ of habeas corpus
did not produce them, therefore
the results are still unknown.
